There are rumors afloat that Lenine 
is dead. 
They spring 
from 
an an­ 
nouncement, emanating from Moscow 
that Deputy Karpoff, a member of the 
Supreme Economic Council, has pass­ 
ed away. There is no Karpoff on the 
Economic Council, it is said, but Le­ 
nine who has us^l many names in his 
varied career, 
used 
to call himself 
Karpoff and some of his writings are 
signed with that name. 
This seems a rather filmsy founda­ 
tion for the 
rumors, but naturally 
there is keen interest in them, keener 
perhaps in Europe than in this coun­ 
try. The passing of Lenine at this time 
would be in all likelihood the most im­ 
portant event since the signing of the 
Armistice, and naturally the mere pos­ 
sibility that such a thing has happen­ 
ed makes a mighty stir. 
And if it has happened, the world 
will not Jong remain in doubt about it. 
Not even the veil of mystery which 
shrouds Russia 
from 
us could hide 
such an event long. There can be no 
doubt at all that the man now known 
as Lenine is one of the ablest men of 
this age of the world.' It is universal­ 
ly admitted that he is the real direct­ 
ing and goveftiing force in the soviet 
government; and the astounding rec­ 
ord of the soviet government can be 
explained only on the assumption that 
its master mind is a genius. 
If Lenine had gone the event would 
shake Russia. It might well shake her 
to pieces. It is hardly likely that an­ 
other man could be found to step into 
Lenine’s shoes.

A correspondent of the Associated 
Press, who has just returned to Tokio 
after visiting.many of the larger cities 
of the Far East, reports that he found 
considerable uneasiness 
everywhere 
regarding relations between the Unit­ 
ed States and Japan. “In well inform­ 
ed circles,” he says, “these misgivings 
appeared to be based more upon what 
was described 
as Japanese 
resent­ 
ment of any American policy calculat­ 
ed to curb Japanese exp^nsion in Asia 
than upon the 
California 
question. 
The? latter problem, while touching 
Japan’s national prestige and the in­ 
terests of Japanese in America, is apr 
parently not regarded with the same 
seriousness as the question of Japan’s 
vital interests near Nippon.” 
Perhaps the most significant aspect 
of these misgivings, as the correspond­ 
ent calls them, is found in the fact, 
which they reveal that the well in­ 
formed circles referred to take it for 
granted that the policy of Japan in 
Asia is a policy of expansion. 
That 
this is the case has never been admit­ 
ted by Japan; and other governments 
also must, for purpose of diplomatic 
intercourse, preserve the pleasant fic­ 
tion that the Japanese occupation of 
Asiatic territory is temporary only. A 
time must come before very long when 
the expansionist plans of the Japanese 
in Asia will have to be regarded 
frankly and formally. 
To what lengths this country will go 
in opposing these aggressions of the 
Japanese empire is a question which 
only time can answer. 
The commer­ 
cial interests of this country in the Far 
East must be safeguarded; but it may 
be questioned whether American pub­ 
lic opinion, now or in the future would 
sanction an undertaking by this coun­ 
try to prevent by force of arms if nec­ 
essary the extension of Japanese rule 
over portions of the Asiatic mainland. 
Colonization of part of Eastern Asia 
by the Japanese would probably solve 
automatically the troublesome ques­ 
tion of Japanese immigration into the 
United States, Canada and Australia. 
It would eliminate the 
peril, which 
some say they discern, of Japanese 
designs on the Philippines. An Asiat­ 
ic outlet for Japan’s surplus popula­ 
tion would probably, for the present 
at any rate, be conducive to the peace 
of both the United 
States 
and the 
British Empire. 
In the face of these practical con­ 
siderations it is doubtful whether the 
American people would consent to an 
extreme stand on the mgral issue in­ 
volved in Japanese expansion at the 
expense of Russia and China. Never­ 
theless, there are dangers here which 
should not 
be 
minimized 
and the 
whole question is obviously one which 
requires very delicate and skilful han­ 
dling. 
It is measurably reassuring to 
learn from the same Associated Press 
correspondent whom we have quoted 
that in official circles at Tokio “the 
opinion prevails that the situation 
does not justify the pessimism notice­ 
able outside the borders of the Jap- 
anese Empire.”

Colon, Panama, Jan. 21,—Both

state of Missouri in 1920 was only 
4,010 as compared with 6,569 in 
1917, according to figures compiled 
by A. T. Edmonston, statistical! in 
the office 
of 
William A. Lewis, 
commissioner of labor. 
The total 
value of such products decreased 
from $34,343,273 to $22,429,36L 
“A doleful dirige for the decreas­ 
ed” is the title Edmonston uses'ov­ 
er an explanatory introduction for 
his figures. 
Only 744,287 barrels 
of real beer were manufactured in 
the fiscal year ending last June 30, 
as compared with 4,142,160 barrels 
in the 
record 
breaking 
year of 
1914. 
“And,” the 
report 
recites, 
“this total would not have been as 
large as it is hut for the fact that 
a number of breweries had large 
stocks made up, which they con­ 
tam to retail in 1919 following the 
cessation of manufacture on May I, 
1919'.” 
The total of 744,287 
barrels is 
considered 
remarkable in view of 
the fact that the tax on beer was 
steadily advanced under war time 
prohibition measures from $1 to $3 
a barrel and later to $6 a barrel. 
‘‘And this wasn’t ‘resit, beer but two 
and three-quarters per cent,” the 
report says. 
The total invested capital suffer­ 
ed a greater proportionate decrease 
than the number of workers or the 
output, the report indicates, the fig­ 
ures for 1920 being $38,647,313 as 
compared with $67,362,734 in 1917. 
From 42 establishments consider­ 
ed in the 1917 report, the number 
decreased to 32 in 1920. The value 
of products consumed and the wag­ 
es paid employes showed similar 
decreases. 
Only the amount of taxes, paid to 
the 1#20 figures show an increase 
over 1917, and these are not as 
great as in 1918. The figures are: 
$6,830,269 in
